(Might to have 
supported the new taritV ad ; Inil in' flooded the 
country with advertisements iir^iiiK everybody to 
bnybefore the high prices the oncoming law would 
let loose upon a helpless peo|)lt'. I'or the defeat 
of 189U and the comiequent disaster of 1892 we are 
indebted in no slight degree to the Wanamaker eol- 
ttmns in the Philadelphia dailies. VenrM have fiown, 
yet one can alnmst hear .Mi'.Vdno "s tt lliiig cam- 
paign speech: "1 do not ask you to believe me; 
liaten to what John Wanamaker, the lifelong Re- 
publican, the member of the pn-sent Cabinet says." 

With the self-conscious air that has never failed 
him, Mr. Wanamaker can see many excellent fea- 
turaa in fhe Wilaon-Underwood tariff. So can moat 
importers. There is nothinv; ninaikahle in his 
« cheerfulness over the chances of an enormous gain 
in the aale of imports ; still the delight is a little too 
pronounced; the average I'ldtectionist chafes at 
the very thin layi r of Republicanism and the large 
Nupply of Wauamakerism. 1 

If the Republican party in 1916 concludea that it 
will adjust the tariff schedules so ns to iiilp Mr. 
Wanamaker's importing business rather than to 
-•tart up the factories, the voters 'will stand by the 
Underwood measure.

Robert M. Gatea, a well- 
known Waahington newspaper man, who haa had 
splendid opportunities fur studying (he govern- 
ment clerk, writes entertain>;ly ahout the species. 

"Working for I nele Sum, which at tirst is a vo- 
cation, oftentimes becomes a di-seuse. aud an incur- 
able one.*' writes Air. Gates. "The saddest plaint 
one ever In a i s in Washington sadder than the 
wail of the rejeeted ortice seeker — is that of the 
helpless and hopde.is (ioverniiient clerk lamenting 
his unhappy lot.' He realicea that he ia 'in bad,' and 
yearns for one more chance (o right himself. He 
is in the net and cannot e8capi>. He should lik<> 
to extricate himself, but that is impossible. Perhaps 
his head has whitened and hia hands have palsied 
in the service, and his years of steady employment 
are unrepresented by a dollar saved. His fate is 
sealed. Gloomily ho trods his weary way. Per 
haps he ia a man yet <'apalile of throwing off his 
Government harness and hitching himself lo soine- 
thing better outside the crumping, grinding world 
of clerical alavery nnder offieial tyranny, but he has 
a family and cannot afford to take a chance. He 
has certain lixed exjtenses, and his income must he 
uninterrupted. He has not saved a penny, because 
his salary which looketl quite sufficient when he was 
a single man ni>w is unefully inade(|iiate under 
the added htruin of the obligations of a family. 

"He could fill satisfactorily moat any position re 
quiring clerical ability and experience, but he can- 
not let go his (■'nvernineni job to find somethiiu' 
even e<iuully us remuncrulive. lie is ufraid to take 
the chance. Yeara ago he might have quit the 
sei \ ice to his advantage, hut he held on, hoping 
tlialit some day he would be advanced to the head 
of a division or to a chief clerkship, but he has 
dreamed dreams that never came true. There nevt i 
was a chance for him to advance liijrher than 
$l,2U0 a year. There were hundreds of others 
strnggling along with him and against him, so he 
has done well to keep his head above the water. 
Besides, he is not in symi)athy with the party in 
power, aud if he was, he has been trudging an ob- 
aeure path ao long that he ia loat to helping Con- 
gressional influence. He haa been away from his 
State, his district, his home so long that he bus 
Tost his identity and his Congressman feels only 
a reminiscent interest in him. So into the sear and 
yellow leaf of rontirn' service he is doomed to pass 
a grouchy, disappointed, and oftentimes a remorse- 
fill old man, who might have plowed a wider and 
deeper furrow if he had stayed off the Govern- 
ment reservation."— Lexington Leader. •

of which he had not met with everr 
day since he entered the White House. 

The pictures are the work of a con- 
vict In SlriK SluK prison, and the atory 
Is flKit of his life, rioth pictures and 
story arc r( iiinrkalilc. so iimoh bo thnt 
BcverBl iihll.iiitliropistH In New York 
city, wlili'li wns tli-< sri'iic in recent 
ypHra of the crlni« of which tlic prls- 
onor ^118 conviotj'd. s.iw to it tint tho 
pIcturcH ncro sont to the Wlillo House, 
and have tried to implant a bit of hope 
in the man behind tho bars. 
T'nder one consideration only was the story of tho pictures and contents 
of the letter which accompanied them revealed by the pblUnthropiata, and 
that WM klMohite aeeraey m to the priafser'a mum uA th* dataOa e( hla 
crime. 

. The oonTlct's letter to the president wm«8 follows: 
"1^ the President of the United SUtea. 

"Year Bxcelleney: It Is not a desir* to present a work of art which 
prompts me to send you this plotvre, fOr I realise there muat he many erudi- 
' ties, owing to the fact that I never took a drawing leason In my life; rather la 
It a token of highest regard and nincerest Mteem which luiT* beea aagendered 
within one of your humblost admirers. ' ' 

"This picture and that of Mrs. Wilson arci the only ones I have ever at- 
tempted; thero were no nu i n.mical aids — Just thn naked eye. All the work 
wfiH done with an ordinary lead iicncil, and to it w ('r(>«|c\ oted the leisnro 
inoinents of lliree niniiths. It was cxccuteil in a < ell w hose dimensions aro 
3Va by 7 by (i feet. Tlie ci ll was iiiumliiatcd by an Soandlepower lamp, and 
the enlargement was inad(> from a newspaper print, which acconipatiios tho 
pictures. 

"In view of these things It Is hoped the crudities shall be overlooked, and 
each line and plane will testify to the respect and veneration in which the 
prealdent is held by an obscure young man so low down in the social scale. 
Respectfully, — ." 

One day. It Is said, the convict saw another prisoner at work on a picture. 
Later a small bit of lead was doing conslderablo work each night in another 
call This time It waa the photographs of the president and his wife that 
■M^ed as originals. 

Thsn earns a vialt from the philanthropists. Fbr a long time they had 
been Interested In the young man. In faet, for five years thejr bad aought to 
get inalde the armor of moroseness that seemed to envelop him. At inter- 
vala they saw the pictures developing, gave their encouragement, and Anally 
one day they were completed. 

"A remarkable result of the work," said one of the philanthropists, "was 
Its dispelling of the hopeless :ittltude of the prisom^r. I la grew Infijtuated 
with his work, ills mind took on a new lease of life from having: somethlnR 
to do. The shell of iiionisenesa was east off." 

The pictures were sent to New York city, framed, and forwarded to the 
White House.

I cidentaiiy they study out mathematically the different ingredients which

dish, and the result of these experi- 
ments are duly set forth by I'lide Sam 
in his oflicial cook-book.s. One time 
tliey started on tomatoes. They fuc- 
ceeded ill doing things to tomatoes 
that the most Imaginative tomato oti 
earth never anticipated, 'i'hey achiev- 
ed stews that were wonders, and 
(;verybody duly \<\ rloinied itie rite Of 
gastronomy, fletcherizlng the food and 
giving comfprtable consideration to 
the progress of digestion. 
It may not be supposed that this Is 
mere Idle experimenting. The result of the bureau are publlahed broadcast 
b]r Uie newspapers and millions of people In the United Statea follow, 
wlthoat knowing It. the advice to these two scientists in matters of food. 
They are given chief credit for the recent popularity of mutton — not lamb, but 
good old English mutton. 

It waa Or. Milner's Idea that if more people would eat full-grown sheep in- 
stead of lambs the supply of meat la the United States would be perceptibly 
increased. Coming from old English Stoek himself and appreciating the value 
of proper rei i|.es for cooklng mutton, which has a peouliarly strong odor, he 
set out to cai ry the ideas Into effect. 

That ho was \von<lerfiilly succcKsfuI was subsequently attested by requests 
he received for eopies of fln> book which he put out through the department. 
It is a noticeable fad that Ur. .Mllner, during th.' teii*days Of two weeks of 
experimentation, lived almost ezclitsively on mutton.

New Yorkers without money and out- 
of-townera with money and anxious to separate from it. The New Yorkers 
without money have developed the art of appearing to have it to such a fine 
point that| it becomes a science. The art of removing superfluous coin from 
the persons of .loy-seoklng strangers along Proadway may also be numbered 
among tho higher arts and sciences. 

Although Itroadway Is haunted hy bandits nias(iuera(iiug as head waiters, 
cloak room boys, soulh' rn coIomcIs. wealthy mine owners iu -i in from tho 
west," but who were never further west thim Hoboken; stuck brokers, etc., It Is 
usually safe to venture upon the thoroughfare after dark If on* keeps one's 
senses. 

Not all the dangers of Broadway come*from the presence of professional 
Ilrondwaiies.' There Is a ferocious person known as a "taxt chuff,' with 
whose cash ac(iuirlng instincts It is best not to Miperlment. 

If the "ta.xi chuff " bad not a taste for mechanics he probably would have 
become a head waiter or a cloak room "boy" instead of a mere driver of a taxi- 
cab, although It is very much open to queation aa to which pays the most. 

At Bowling Oreen. Broadway is the very spirit of Innocence. It runs past 
Wall street as If It were afraid of becoming contaminated. To add to iu 
respectlbllity A this point Broadway nestles In Its arma Trinity church, a re- 
ligioua institution which owns tenement houses on tbe side. Past oSce build- 
ings that shoot high into the air, Broadway runs to St. Paul's, where there is 
another church and graveyard. "How fortunate," sl^h the nlght-llfers, frer 
quenters of another part of Broadway, "that all of the churches and dead ones 
are at the lower end" 

Ignoring the remarks of the gay Ti'iiderloiners. Broadway dashes on uptown, 
past more* olllce biiildiu^-s. now not iiuile f.o tall, until Astor plai'e is reached. 
Just above which (Irace Hiurch is met Krom a thoroughfare of oflice build- 
ings, Hronilway has now changed into a street of plain commercial atmosphere. 
To tell the truth, however, Broadway has a commercial atmosphere for its 
entire length, although in the vicinity of Ibrty-aeoond street it la skllfally dis- 
guised as "gayety." 

When you begin to see the names of theatrical booking agents, when the 
cafes become more and more to the block, and the loltera on tha oomars great- 
er and greater in number, yott know you are than gattlng Into tha fkmpus 
"White Light" district
